HE storm which has swept over nearly the entire State during 
the past four days culminated yesterday in a gale which caused 
great damage at various places along the coast. The greatest 
damage was done at Santa Barbara, where practically every small ves- 
sel in the bay was driven ashore and either sunk or pounded to pieces 
on the beach. More than 500 feet of the Santa Barbara boulevard, 
that grive along the water front facing Hotel Potter, was 
washed “away, and the two piers in that city were so weakened that 
vessels could not land there: At 2 o'clock this morning the storm 
was still raging there without any indication of abating.

SEVENTH STREET BRIDGE IN IM- 
MINENT DANGER. 


Removal of Supports by Contrac- 
tors Renders Structure Unsafe and 
All Vehicle Drivers Are Warned. 
Rain Cleans Paved Streets, but 
Washes Out Others. : 


Flood waters raging in the bed of 
the Los Angeles River last night 
threatened the Seventh-street bridge. 
The foundations 


of the temporary 
Structure were assailed bv the eswirl- 
ing waters, and the briljge supports 
trembled. 


Hundreds of tons of sand, removed 
from around fhe buttresses of the 
bridge, are said to be responsible for 
the present danger. For weeks past 
sand haulers have been busy in the 
river bed at Seventh street. Long lines 
of wagons have been loaded with ma- 
terial, which has been hauled away for 
cement work done in the city. A large 
deposit of fine sand under the bridge 
made the particular spot much sought 
after. 

Engine Company No. 17, at Seventh 
and Sante Fé avenue, is obliged to 
cross the bridge in response to fire 
alarms from Boyle Heights. There is 
danger that the heavy engine crossing 
the waterway will cause the timbers, 
already undermined, to give way. 

Should the flood continue today, the 
bridge may be swept awry. The wa- 
ters had reached the gas main under 
the bridge at 7 o'clock last night.

FIGHT FOR GAS. 


CONSUMERS’ ASSOCIATION IS TO 
START CAMPAIGN. 


Ex-Councilman Houghton and Ex- 
Candidate Loucks Lock Horns. 
Gas Cohorts Attempt to Stampede 
indignant Citizens from Their 
Purpose. 


The meeting of indignant gas con- 
sumers held last night at the office 
of R. G. Loucks in the Stimson block, 
came near being stampeded from its 
avowed purpose by Dr. A. D. Hough- 
ton and E. E. Crandall, receiver f.ir 
the Lowe gas concerns. They, with 
several other representatives of the 
Los Angeles Gas Company, were pres- 
ent at the meeting, which consisted o° 
about thirty men and a half-dozen 
women. 

A. D. Hunter was made temporary 
chairman, and. U. N. Gilbo, secretary, 
while Mr. Loucks served as_ chief 
spokesman for the protestants. Dr. 
Houghton, while acting ostensibly with 
the other complainants against bad 
service and unjust bills from the gas 
company, nevertheless was evidentiv 
there in the interest of the latter. 
Crandall, ostensibly there in the in- 
terest of the Lowe company, talked 
much as if he, too, were in the servic> 
of the Los Angeles Gas Company, 
for a time they did practically all the 
talking. counciling moderation § 
making many excuses for the bad serv- 
ice complained of. 

Loucks ‘and Houghton got tnto a 
wrangle over a statement made by 
the latter that Loucks had come to 
this city from Pomona to fight the gas 
company. and was acting now tfn the 
employ of the Lowe company.

PRESCOTT REACHES ITS CREDIT 
LIMIT Ia TRADE. 


Municipal Water System Costs One 
Thousand Dollars a Month, Yet 
Wants to Run Lighting System. 
President Roosevelt Expected to 
Attend Unveiling of Monument 


(SPPCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF TIMES.) 

PRESCOTT, Jan. 7.—The intention of 
the City Council of Prescott, backed 
by a large number of citizens, to in- 
stall a municipal electric lighting sys- 
tem, has been blocked by a decision of 
the District Court. Judge Sloane de- 
cided almost every point in favor of the 
city in a suit In injunction brought by 
Frank L. Wright, manager of the pri- 
vate companv that now enjoys a mo- 
nopoly of the city’s lighting. It was 
Gecided that the city had a right to 

iid the electric light plant. to op- 
erate -it, and to sell to the citizens any 
electricitv in excess of that required 
for the lighting of the public streets. 

Tut the court also decided that the 
city had reached the limit of indebt- 
ness permitted under the Harrison Act, 
and that no further debt could be in- 
curred and no expenditures made out- 
side of those for the actual necessary 
running of the city government. Pres- 
cevtt's debt at the present time is 


_ about $473,000, mainly incurred in the 


construction of the city’s admirable 


water supply and sewage system. It 


costs about $170,000 a year to run the 
municipality, the water works running 
behind $1000 per month. 

Prescott’'s City Council has granted a 
ninety-nine-year lease to Elliott & 
Drescher for a small] tract of land of 
the Duke ranch, a couple of miles be- 
low the city, where a valuable cement 
rock deposit exf$ts, which is to be 
worked by the lessees, and where a ce- 
ment manufacturing plant is to be 
erected. This ranch was acquired by 
the city at a cost of about $25,000, with 
the understanding that it could be 
made valuable for the utilization of 
the city’s sewage. Offers to lease the 
property, however, have brought a bid 
of only $50 a year. 

HELD FOR MURDER. 

Karl Sparks, the gambler, who shot 
and killed Louis Andre on New Year's 
eve, has been committed to the County 
Jail, charged with murder. The testi- 
mony of eye witnesses indicates that 
Sparks, enraged by a blow, he had re- 
ceived from Andre, who was a much 
larger man, had hunted out Andre 
later and deliberately shot him down. 
Sparks claims to have shot in self-de- 
fense, this claim being supported by the 
finding yesterday, near the scene of 
the tragedy, of a small-caliber revolver 
in a gutter where it had lain, covered 
with snow. Sparks was reared in San 
Bernardino, Cal. 4
